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ASPARAGUS-SALAD DRESSING 
F & D STANDARDS DATES 


The Food and Drug Administration 
published in the “Federai Register” of 
July 1 notice that proposed orders to 
amend the standards of identity for 
canned asparagus become effective July 
10, and that a proposed amendment to 
the standards of identity for mayon- 
naise, French dressing, and salad dress- 
ing becomes effective July 9. 

The amendment to canned aspara- 
gus (CT May 22, 1961) permits the 
addition of stannous chloride in canned 
asparagus packed in glass containers 
in a quantity not to exceed 15 parts 
per million calculated as tin (Smy). 
The amendment provides also, that if 
this optional ingredient is present as 
specified, the label bear the statement 
“stannous chloride added as a preserva- 
tive,” “stannous chloride added to pre- 
serve color,” or “stannous chloride 
added to retain color.” 

The amendment to the standards of 
identity for mayonnaise, French dress- 
ing and salad dressing permits the use 
in such dressings of salad oil that may 
contain not more than 0.125 percent 
by weight of oxystearin to inhibit 
crystallization as provided in the Food 
Additive regulation.

Condition of Crops 


DELAWARE-MARYLAND, July 
Delaware and Eastern Shore of Mary- 
land were finishing up the harvesting 
of green peas with about a third of the 
acreage remaining at week’s end_ in 
North Central Maryland. In the im- 
portant Wicomico County area the 
setting of sweet potatoes is finished. On 
the Peninsula cucumber harvest was 
in full swing with heavy movement to 
pickle plants reported in the Hurlock 
area. The harvesting of asparagus of 
“green wrap” tomatoes is expected to 
get underway the week of July 3 on 
the lower Eastern Shore. Early toma- 
toes should start moving about July 10 
in Caroline County. In Wicomico 
some fusarium wilt is showing up in 
some fields. On the Peninsula the 
harvest of snap beans for processing is 
in full swing and expected to get 
underway in North Central Maryland 
about July 7 to 10. A considerable 
portion of the Peninsula acreage, both 
in Maryland and Delaware, is being 
picked by machine, though some fields 
were reported as too wet for machine 
picking. 


ELWOOD, IND., June 26—Due to 
excessive rains during March, April, 
and up to May 6, most spring plowing 
was done after May 9. Then dry 
weather from May 6 to June 6, and 
then a freeze on May 26, which took 
its toll. Consequently our prospects 
for tomatoes aren't too good. We 
finished setting June 21, which is 
plenty late. We do not have over 
85 percent of a stand now, so in order 
to get a normal crop to tomatoes here 
in this area, its going to take a very 
late season. 


HOBBS, IND., June 27—Finally 
finished setting tomatoes on June 21, 
two weeks late. The May 27 freeze 
ruined 200 acres. Many fields spotty, 
too good to tear up yet too costly to 
reset. These poor stands will cut yield. 
Late fall necessary to have over 70 
percent of a crop. 


ABERDEEN, MD., July 4—Same 
acreage of sweet corn; condition 85 
percent. 


PERRYMAN, MD., June 28—Plant- 
ing of the 1961 crop of sweet corn was 
completed today, with total acreage 
about the same as 1960. Corn is look- 
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ing very good with enough moisture 
for good growth but not enough to 
prevent cultivation. At this date pros- 
pects are good for a normal crop. 


NORWAY, MICH., June 25—Too 
dry at planting time for green and 
wax beans but recent rains may have 
improved growing conditions. Trans- 
planting of cabbage for sauerkraut now 
under way. Weather favorable. 


CLYDE, N. Y., June 29—Spinach all 
harvested with very good quality. 
Yield compares with last year. Were 
only able to get in half of intended 
acreage. Planting and harvest of peas 
approximately three weeks late. Yields 
are in good shape but wet. Crop ex- 
pected to be very good. Expected 
yield somewhat under last year’s 
average. Root rot starting. Planting 
schedules for peas are one week behind 
due to wet weather. All tomatoes 
planted and fields are in good shape. 


NEW WESTON, OHIO, July 1— 
This week has been the first good 
growing weather we have had for more 
than a month. Our normal acreage of 
tomatoes has been planted but most 
of the fields are two weeks late. All 
late planted fields, due to frost and 
otherwise, are troubled with spots of 
low plant population. Crop prospects 
presently could be estimated from 80 
to 90 percent of normal. 


PANDORA, OHIO, June 30—Same 


acreage of tomatoes as last year. About 


45 percent of total acreage survived 
frost and looking excellent. Had con- 
siderable frost damage, however all 
acreage planted; later plantings about 
two weeks later than normal. Hot and 
dry this past week. Very much in need 
of a good rain. 


ROXANNA, OHIO, June 25— 
Sweet corn late due to cold, wet 
weather in May. Growing conditions 
poor in June. Too much rain and 
nights too cool. Some nights the tem- 
perature dips at low as 40 degrees. 
Have larger acreage than last year but 
expect less corn. 


DOWNINGS, VA., July 1—Tomato 
crop looking very good; about 10 days 
late. We have about our usual acreage 
for canning. 


WISCONSIN, June 30—Have had 
hot weather for past three days and 
peas are maturing rapidly but expect 
quality to hold up. Have sufficient 
moisture in our area. Sweet corn crop 
looks good in our area. 


LODI, WIS., July I—To date 
average yields of good quality peas. 
One-fourth finished. 


REEDSBURG, WIS., July 1—Just 
finished early peas and yields were off 
25 percent due to cold spring and dry- 
ness. Averaged about 75 cases of 303’s 
per acre. Alsweets and late sweets look 
better but need moisture very badly; 
quality good. Corn looks good except 
for a few poor stands. Corn can use a 
nice “soaker’’ also. 


Fruit Growers Cooperative (Sturgeon 
Bay, Wis.)—Robert Sheleski has been 
appointed fieldman and horticulturist. 
New: items with the cooperative are 
canned potatoes, jellied cherry sauce, 
and fruit drinks.

NEW YORK MARKET 


Weather Influencing Purchasing Activities 
—Overall Production Picture Still Remains 
Favorable—Many Items Short—Peas Moving 
Off-The-Line 


By “New York Stater” 
New York, N. Y., July 6, 1961 
THE SITUATION.—Mother Na- 
ture is taking a hand in the proceed- 
ings, insofar as new canned foods packs 
are concerned, with weather emerging 
as an increasingly important factor in 
the formulation of near-term purchas- 
ing activities. There was a good de- 
mand reported during the holiday- 
shortened week for new pack peas, 
particularly No. 10s, and a little buy- 
ing of spot tomatoes was also reported. 
Buyers are studying the canned fruit 
situation on the West Coast in the 
light of growing reports of hot weather 
damage to tree fruits. 


THE OUTLOOK.—Reports of can- 
ning crop losses are coming in for 
study among canned food buyers, and 
while there has been a little tendency 
to liberalize replacement buying, pur- 
chasing directors point to the fact that 
canners in many instances had arranged 
production increase this season. Hence, 
they argue, while projected pack totals 
may be cut back by unfavorable crop 
returns in some areas, the over-all pro- 
duction picture still remains favorable. 

TOMATOES.—More canners are at 
the cleanup point in carryover toma- 
toes as day-to-day replacement buying 
by chains and wholesalers holds up. 
The market in the tri-states is quoted 
anywheres from $1.0214 to $1.0714 on 
standard Is, with 303s at $1.30-$1.35, 
214s at $2.30, and 10s at $7.50 to $8.00, 
as to seller. Standard 303s are. still 
held at $1.45 in the midwest, while 
California canners quote standards at 
$1.40 on 303s, $2.35 on 214s, and $7.25 
on 10s. 

PEAS.—There has been a_ fairly 
brisk movement of new pack peas, not- 
ably No. 10s, with canners shipping the 
goods out as soon as packed and labled. 
Extra standard 3-sieves are reported 
moving in the Midwest at $7.50, which 
is 50 to 75 cents per dozen under the 
level at which carry-over peas have 
been held. Canners in the tri-states 
have been holding extra standard 3- 
sieve sweets at $8.00. On 303s, standard 
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pod run sweets in the tri-states are 
held at $1.20 to $1.25, with standard 
3-sieves at $1.35-S1.40. 

CORN.—Canners are showing strong 
price views on limited holdings of 
carryover corn, and with first ship- 
ments from the new pack still about a 
month away, buyers are covering in a 
small way for immediate needs. Curr- 
ent offerings find standard corn in the 
East holding at $1.40 or better, with 
fancy at $1.60 and up, while standard 
commands $1.50. Standard corn, where 
still available, is held at $1.40 in the 
midwest, with extra standard bringing 
$1.50 and fancy holding at $1.65 to 
$1.70. 

BEANS.—Standard cut green beans 
are holding at $1.15 in the East, with 
extra standards at $1.35 and fancy cut 
ranging $1.45-$1.50, while fancy French 
style lists at $1.75-$1.80. Buyers are 
not in the market to any great extent, 
anticipating a more favorable price 
basis as the season progresses. 

APPLE SAUCE.—Apple sauce has 
remained under pressure as canners 
seek to speed up the movement into 
consuming channels. Offerings of fancy 
303s at $1.30 are general, and the 
market on fancy 10s is quoted at $7.75. 


CITRUS.—Reports from Florida 


note a fairly stiff market tone prevail- 
ing, and distributors are making re- 
placements in moderate volume. Prices 
are holding steady at recently-advanced 
levels, and canners are not disposed to

bids. 

RSP CHERRIES.—Demand _ for 
carryover red sour pitted cherries has 
been lagging as buyers wait for a 
clearer picture on the probable pack 
totals for the new season. Canners 
quote carryover water pack 303s at 
$2.10 to $2.25, with 10s at $13.50 and 
up. 

W. COAST FRUITS.—Reports from 
California note substantial damage by 
hot weather to the apricot crop in 
some areas, with extent of the losses 
as yet undetermined. Buying of carry- 
over ‘cots remains slow. . . Buyers are 
watching with interest developments in 
the new pack cling peach situation in 
California, where higher fruit costs are 
indicated. In some quarters, it is felt 
that canners may be banking too 
heavily upon expanding export sales in 
setting up their production schedules 
for the new season. Meanwhile, the 
market on carryover cling peaches finds 
choice 303s quoted at $1.6214, with 
214s at $2.40-$2.45, with standards at 
$1.60 on 303s and $2.25-$2.30 on 214s 
... Some interest is developing in new 
pack Royal Anne cherries on reports 
that the pack will fall below planned 
totals because of weather damage to 
the crop. New pack 303s choice are 
offering at $3.30, with 214s at $5.55, 
with fancy at $3.55 on 303s and $5.85 
on 214s... A continuing strong market 
for Bartlett pears is in prospect on the 
basis of reports of damage to 
the growing crop, with carryover hold- 
ing strong at $2.15 on choice 303s and 
$3.15-$3.25 on 214s, with fancy at $2.45 
and $3.80, respectively. 


CANNED FISH.—Reports from 
Maine indicate that the total pack of 
sardines to June 17 was only 20,046 
cases, the smallest to date for many 
years and comparing with a 9-year 
average on that date of 383,689 cases. 
Meanwhile, the market remains quoted 
at $8.75 to $9.00 per case on quarter 
keyless oils. California 48/1s ovals are 
reported moving well at $7.65 per case 

No change is reported in the 
salmon situation this week, with in- 
terest centering in early offerings from 
the new pack. . . Tuna is coming in 
for an expanding demand, with the 
market showing a steady to strong 
undertone. 
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DISTRIBUTORS STOCKS 
Estimates of June 1, 1961 distributors 
stocks of 20 canned food items were 
released June 29 by the Bureau of the 
Census, Department of Commerce. 


VEGETABLES.—Distributors re- 
ported small declines from their June 
1, 1960 stocks of corn (2%) and peas 
(4%) but noted increases in their 
stocks of green and wax beans (2%) 
and sauerkraut (5%). contrast, 
canners reported more substantial 
changes from their year-ago stocks— 
with sharp reductions for corn (32%) 
and peas (55%), and a large increase 
for sauerkraut (57%). Canners stocks 
of green and wax beans were down 5 
percent during the same period. 


FRUITS.—Distributors and canners 
stocks of the 11 fruit items measured 
in this survey reflected mixed trends. 
Canned peaches, pears, pineapple and 
fruit cocktail—4 of the 5 largest 
volume fruit items—showed declines of 
3 to 16 percent from year-ago stocks at 
the distributors level but indicated in- 
creases of 10 to 40 percent at the 
canners level. Canned applesauce,

apricots, and grapefruit segments 
showed increases in distributors and 
canners stocks, with apricots showing 
the largest gains. ‘Three items—red- 
pitted cherries, sweet cherries and 
plums—indicated declines in both dis- 
tributors and canners stocks. 


JUICES.—June 1, 1961 stocks of 
canned juices in distributors hands 
showed mixed trends. Declines from 
year-ago stocks were reported for citrus 
blends (6%) and orange juice (10%), 
while gains were nected for grapefruit 
juice (17%) and pineapple juice (3%). 
At the canners level, stocks of all juice 
items were reduced, with pineapple 
juice at 4.1 million cases showing the 
smallest decline (11°) citrus 
blends at 1.0 million cases reflecting 
the largest decline (36%).
